“We then started at once for Keeler 
to record our claims. 

“One of the terrible dangers of the 
desert is losing one’s way. I had long 
before learned to distrust desert 
maps, which are decorated with water 
holes where there are no water holes. 
We didn’t know the way to Keeler. 

“We got into Death Valley and de- 
cided to wait there until some one 
came along who knew. Finally a pros- 
pector came through and he said he 
had just come from Keeler and so 
khew the way. We took our direc- 
tions from hirh and almost lost our 
lives. 

“It was 180 miles; we almost died 
of thirst on the way. We had to go 
through Death Valley. Our water gave 
out and we were for two days and a 
night without a drop. We once sep- 
arated, my partner going to try to 
find water and I etaying with the 
burros, 

“We managed to keep alive by 
drinking all ‘the condensed milk we 
had, sucking canned fruit and utiliz- 
ing every bit -of moisture we could 
get.°But the poor had a terri- 
ble time.” 

TEARS FOR A BURRO. 

“We found a wrétched burro that 
had been abandoneg by a prospector 
named Bethune. It had been - two 
weeks without water. During all that 
time it had only gone a little way. 
When I found it, the poor thing was 
tottering and ready to fall. It was 
nothing but skin and bones. Jts eyes 
were great hollows and its kidneys 
were sunken. The. skin seemed just 
to hang on the skeleton. 

“JT couldn't give it any water. 
just enough to save my own life I 
stayed there with the poor beast until 


it died. It tottered over and fell very 
soon. fF felt so badly that I cried 
when it died. 


“We got to water finally and I hur- 
ried back to find my partner. ‘He had 
falien in with a band of wandering 
Indians; they had generously given 
him water from their own supply and 
saved his life. 

“We got back at length to Green- 
water after recording our claims. We 
did not lose a foot of ground in our 
joriginal locations. We never had a 
contest on any of them. : 

“Once, however, some adventurers 
tried to jump one of our claims. My 
partner had gone for the mail and I 
was alone in‘camp. Three men arrived 
and stated their intention, to stake out 
our claim. I said nothing until the 


men laid down their arms and began 


to stake out the claim, when I drew 
my gun and told them I proposed to 
die right there rather than let them 
steal our hard-earned property. 

“They seemed convinced by my ar- 
guments and I then offered to guide 
them to another place where there 
were good copper showings. They ac- 
cepted my offer and have since made 
a ligt of money out of the property I 
showed them.” 

When Birney got out to civilization— 
the world knows the rest; how the mil- 
lionaire mining magnates of the coun- 
try promptly “fell for’ Greenwater. 
Came tearing out in private cars and 
began gobbling up mines. 

Furnace Creek, where the mines are, 
is one of the cheerful names given to 
geographical points about Death Val- 
ley.

Tn tts variety of stored natural 
wealth, the Pacific side of the conti- 
nent is richer than the Atlantic. There 
ts greater scope for enterprise and pro- 
ductive energy in the Southwest than 
there was on the Atlantic Coast. when 
the European tide first reached its 
shores. And the development of the 
Southwest's resources calls for more 
enterprise, energy and human activity. 
_ Nature has guarded her greater treas- 
ures with stronger bars, hidden them 
in deeper vaults, masked them more 
grimly and forbiddingly. 

‘The Southwest mountains, deso- 
Jate and formidable, challenge man to 
put forth the best strength that is in 
him to wrest from them their stores 
of precious metal. Her desert plains 


are fertility unbounded, masquerading | 


mnder the false semblance of hopeless 


desolation. She invites the irrigation i 


engineer to lift the mask and reveal 
the smiling face beneath. 

The challenge has been accepted, 
and a corner of the mask has been 
lifted. Strong men are swarming over 
the mountains from Oregon to the City 


of Mexico, tearing the rocks asunder, : 


breaking the bars of the treasuré 
house and dazzling the eyes of the 
world with the splendor of their spoils. 


The era of mining has just dawned |! 


upon Nevada and Arizona. For fifty 
years the lone prospector had been 
trying to pry ‘into the secrets of the 
desert, but ‘conditions were too hard 
to be overcome by the man afoot and 
cut off by vast stretches of desola- 
‘tion from a base of supplies, and the 
lone prospector only got a glimpse of 


the treasure now and then. When he/! 


found rich deposits of ore, he could 
not take them out. For a ledge of 
gold-bearing rock, however. rich, is 
not a mine. It requires machinery. or 
the labor of many men to make a 
mine, and the machinery could not be 
taken to the remote desert mountains 
and many men could not live and la- 
bor in them without close and rapid 
communication with bases of supplies. 

Considering the hardship of con- 
ditions, the achievements of the early 
miners of Nevada and Arizona were 
magnificent, but even the Comstock 
"was but a prospect hole in the mineral 
deposits of Nevada. The Comstock 
Was a great school for miners, and it 
taught them how to break into the 
treasure vaults of the earth. Since 
the Comstock days the science of min- 
ing has made great advance, and ways 
dave been found to extract metal from 
ores that could not be worked by 
’ methods then known. Great bodies of 
what was once called “rebellious” ore 
were found in the early days and were 
left untouched. Science has  con- 
-quered the rebellion of metals, and 
those ore bodies are now being con- 
verted into enormously productive 
mines. . 

Steam and electricity have unlocked 
the treasure house of the desert. The 
railroad and the ‘automobile , have 
“solved the problem thaf balked the 
prospector and his burro, and even 
the fearsome Death Velley has lost its 
terrors and become merely a somewhat 
uncomfortable stage of a day's jour- 
ney. 
- Compared to the work now going on 
in Nevada, Arizona, California and 
Sonora—all one great, mineral belt— 
the mining of the Argonauts and the 
later Comstockers was only scratching 


of the surface. The tremendous de-/} 


velopment of mineral resources now in 
progress has much to do with the im- 
mediate future of the Southwest. It is 
drawing enormous capital to the Pa- 
fific Coast. Gold attracts gold, and 
the accumulated wealth of the country 
and of Europe is flowing westward to 
find its affinity in the quartz veins of 
the desert mountains. 

Investment of capital in mining er- 
terprises Means the circulation of 
money thfough al! the channels of 
industry andtrade. It megns the em- 
ployment of afmies of mechanics, ar- 

_tisans and laborers, the expangjon of 
manufacturing plants and the stimu- 
lation of commerce. It means the 
Duliding of cities and towns. the ex- 
tension of railroads, the development 
of water-power, enormous increase of 
demand for products of the soil and 
consequent expansion of farming area.

Rapid as has been the growth of 
the Southwest in population and in in- 
dustrial development, its march of 
rogress has just begun. The stimu- 
lus that it feels now is only the fore- 


tidal wave of national commerce. The 
tremendous forces of Western civili- 
zation, halted for a brief period after 
their sweep across the Atlantic, have 
begun to surge forward with the ac- 
cumulated pressure of three centuries, 
to mass themselves on the sunset edge 
of the continent and gather power and 
weight for the final mighty onrush 
across the Pacific. 
Here the culmination of the move- 
ment begun thousands of years ago, 
when the pale Aryan turned his face 
westward and set out to follow the 
path of the sun, is being prepared. 
From the shore of a conquered conti- 
nent, the white race looks into the 
west and sees the goal of its long 
striving-and doing, and still seeks to 
read its destiny’ in the sunset. glow 
over the Pacific sea. Impulses im- 
perious and uncomprehended urge the 
race ever westward and are not to be 
denied. The next act in the world- 
drama will be played here on the shore 
of the Pacific, and this generation is 
setting the stage.

COUNTY FARM REPORT. 
GRAND JURY NOT SATISFIED. 
The grand jury yesterday sent a re- 

port to the Board of Supervisors, urg- 
ing that reforms be inaugurated at 
the County Farm in view of the fact 
that the bond issue, part of which was 
intended for improvements at the 
farm, wes refused at the recent elec- 


tion. 

The ad jury visited the farm on 
November 26 and reports that condi- 
tions have been somewhat improved 


since the previous visit on October 23. 
“But,” reads the report, “‘the lack of 
facilities for caring for the helpless 
poor in the out-of-date and poorly- 
equipped buildings, and the 
insufficient amount of help employed 
was even more apparent.
